The  Federal  Insurance  Administrator 
gives  notice  of  the  proposed  determina¬ 
tions  of  base  flood  elevations  (100 -year 
flood)  for  the  City  of  Parkville,  Mo.,  in 
accordance  with  Secti<Mi  110  of  Flood 
Disaster  Protection  Act  of  1973  (Pub.

These  elevations  together  with  the 
flood  plain  management  measures  re¬ 
quired  by  S  1910.3  of  the  program  regula¬ 
tions  are  the  minimum  that  are  required. 
They  should  not  be  construed  to  mean 
the  community  must  change  any  existing 
ordinances  that  are  more  stringent  in 
their  flood  plain  management  require¬ 
ments.
